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Freeze is 1st step in property tax reform

Property owners in Michigan will receive a 
break this year, and they hold the destiny of prop- 
erty tax reform in their hands as state lawmakers 
on Thursday approved a bill that would “‘freeze”’ 
property assessments for 1991. 

The state House of Representatives approved 
legislation that will freeze the 1992 tax bills at the 
1991 levels and, in 1992, voters in the state will also 
have an opportunity to amend the state Constitu- 
tion to limit future assessments to the rate of in- 
flation. 

While local representatives assailed the Senate 
version as ‘‘irresponsible’’, they applauded the 
House-approved legislation. 

The Senate version would have rolled assess- 
ments back to the 1990 level. 

“T feel that that was irresponsible of them to do 
so,” said Justine Barns (D-Westland). ‘‘They 
knew or should have known that the cities and 
school districts had already approved their 
budgets for the year based on the 1991 assess- 
ments. Local school and city officials would have

had to gone back and revise their figures. It would 
have caused havoc. I don’t think the Senate knew 
what it was doing when they sent their version 
over to us.”” 

In the meantime, Rep. William Keith (D- 
Garden City), whose district includes Inkster, 
said he ‘‘was delighted that the Legislature 
approved the freeze.” 

“Today's action by the House and Senate is the 
first step toward major property tax relief in 
Michigan,”’ Keith added. ‘‘This property tax 
freeze doesn’t completely resolve the problem, 
but it is encouraging that the Legislature took the 
step together." 

Under the proposal, Keith stressed, 1992 prop- 
erty tax assessments on all types of property 
would be frozen at 1991 levels. The proposal calls 
for a constitutional amendment to permanently 
cap homestead assessment increase at the rate of 
inflation or 5 percent, whichever is less, which 
would have to be approved by state voters in the 
1992 general election. 

“I am particularly pleased with Gov. Engler 
and that the Senate Republicans accepted the 
position of the House Democrats,” Keith said, but 





he warned that “‘all sides in the legislature and 
the administration have to do a lot more work to 
achieve a meaningful, permanent property tax 
cut for Michigan residents."’ 

Rep. James Kosteva (D-Canton) said that the 
House initiatives on the freeze helps to avert a 
crisis that schools and local units of government 
would have faced had the Senate-passed version 
prevailed. The senate would have created havoc 
among the local units by reducing their 1991 re- 
venues. 

For example, Kosteva pointed out, the Senate 
Plan would have cost Wayne County $9 million; 
Romulus schools about $1 million; Plymouth- 
Canton schools $3.3 million and the city of Wayne 
about $265,000. 

“We believe that the age of spiraling assess- 
ment increases will be over with the approval of 
this package,”’ Kosteva said. ‘Assuming voter 
approval in 1992, homeowners would never see 
their assessments go up greater than inflation. 
However, this is only one side of the property tax 
equation. High millage rates and Michigan's 
over-dependence on property taxes remain as 
major problems." 


Resident 
is killed 
in shootout 
with police

A 33-year-old Westland man was 
shot and killed in Northville Township 
Thursday night, as state police offic- 
ers working undercover attempted to 
purchase cocaine from him. 

Ronald John Melnyk was attemp- 
ting to sell 7 ounces of cocaine to 
undercover state police officers in the 
parking lot of the Meijer store in 
Northville Township at Eight Mile 
Road, when he became suspicious of 
the officers, and attempted to flea, 
according to Inspector Joe Koenig of 
the Michigan State Police. 

“For some reason he panicked, and 
drove away very quickly,’’ Koenig 
said. ‘In the process, he struck one of 
our officers who was on foot and wear- 
ing a fully marked police jacket, He 
ran him over.” 

At that time, shots were fired, he 
said. Melnyk then continued driving 
onto the Interstate-275 freeway ramp 
north of Eight Mile Road. 


A fully marked Novi police car, and 
a state police survelliance vehicle 
met Melnyk head on. Melnyk’s car 
collided with the surveillance vehicle, 
and then struck the Novi police 
ear. ‘‘At or around the time of the 
collision with the Novi police officer, 
he was shot,” Koenig said. 

Melnyk continued shooting at the 
police officers after he was hit by the 
bullet that minutes later claimed his 
life, Koenig said. 

“If you remember that shooting in 
Florida that involved the FBI and two 
suspects, the two suspects suffered 
fatal wounds,"’ he said. ‘‘We'’ve 
learned that a fatal shot doesn’t al- 
ways take them down right away. In 
many instances, the suspect con- 
tinues shooting and killing minutes af- 
ter he has been fatally shot.’" 

Two police officers, one state police 
officer and a Novi police officer, were 
taken to an area hospital, where they 
were treated and released, Koenig 
said 





Jewelry thief remains at large, police say

The gunmen who robbed and killed Chicago 
businessman Subhash Jain knew what they 
wanted, And got it. 

Tragically, they also took 40-year-old Jain's life 
in the process. 

Jain was completing a business trip to the De- 
troit area, and was finishing up the paper work to 
return his car at a rental agency, located at 7788 
Merriman in Romulus, when he was slain. 

Waiting in the parking lot, in a gold-colored 
vehicle on that Thursday, Oct. 10, 1985 afternoon 
were two men

While one of the robbers, described by witnes- 
ses as a white male, 5-feet 11-inches, with sandy- 
brown hair, sat behind the wheel of the vehicle, 
the other got out and intercepted Jain 

Jain was ordered to hand over his briefcase 
which contained jewelry. The Chicago business- 
man obeyed. However, it appears he may have 
had second thoughts and ran after the robbers. He 


began shouting, maybe to attract attention, and 
reached the getaway vehicle when he was shot by 
his robber. 

The two robbers then sped away in the car. 

“The victim was carrying an undetermined 
amount of precious stone: recalled Lt. Ken 
Kraus, of the Romulus Police Department. ‘'The 
killers knew what they wanted and killed to get 
it.’ 

Jain, a salesman who resided in DesPalines, 
Ill., had served his accounts in the area and, 
according to police records, may have had as 
much as $300,000 in uncut stones in his possession

Witnesses told police that the 
victim began hammering on 
the hood of the suspect's vehi 
cle after he had been robbed 
That's when one of the robbers 
shot him. He was killed with 
what police believe was a small 
caliber weapon 

Jain was rushed to Annapolis 
Hospital, later transferred to 
Westland Medical, where he la- 
ter died 

Police said the victim was 
shot once, and the wound didn’t 
appear to be life-threatening 

“We have had a lot of people 
working on this case," Kraus

said. ‘“The people at the rental 
agency have been helpful. We 
have been able to trace the vic- 
tim’s whereabouts while he 
was serving his accounts, but 
we haven't been able to find 
these guys 
We need a help from the 

public,’’ Kraus added 

Kraus said the triggerman 
was described as being a balck 
male, about 6 feet. He had ona 
blue coat

| Bicyclists 


defensive

Bicycling is considered a re- 
creational sport, but as more 
and more cyclists begin to 
share the main roads with 
motor vehicles, bicyclists have 
tolearn to be defensive drivers. 

About 1,000 bicyclists are kil- 
led and some 50,000 suffer dis- 
abling injuries each year, 
according to the National Safe- 
ty Council. What cyclists have 
to do to protect themselves is 
learn the traffic rules. 

Wayne police officer Don 
Gotham has a list of basic safe- 
ty tips for bicyclists. The first 
step is to get a license for the 
bike. 

“You can get a bike license at 
the police precinct for $1 which 
is good for a lifetime,’’ Gotham 
said. ‘If the bike is ever stolen, 
this helps the police track it 
down.” 

Gotham also recommends 
the following: 

e Always ride with the 
traffic. 

@ Stay as close to the curb as 
possible. 

© Obey all traffic signs. 

@ Keep the bike in good work- 
ing order. 

e Don’t pull out in front of 
traffic. 

e If an individual is riding on 
a main street, wear light- and 
bright-colored clothing, espe- 
cially at night, in order for 
motor vehicles to see you. 

“If you’re riding with a group 
of friends, always ride in a 
single line,” Gotham said. “If 
you have packages, put them in 
a basket on the bike, if you have 
one, or carry a backpack, You 
need to be able to control the 
bike handles at all times.” 

When bicycling near r, 
tracks, always walk across 
tracks instead of riding over 
them because there is a risk of 
falling onto the tracks, accord- 
ing to Gotham.

“When a bicyclist is crossing 
the street, they should use the 
crosswalk,’’ Gotham said. 
“Also remember most bikes 
are made for only one person, 
Having one person ride on the 
handle bars while another ped- 
als isn’t safe. 

“Bicyclists should also never 
grab on to a moving vehicle or 
pull someone else.”’ 


Most bicycle accidents are 
caused by people just not 
paying attention, Gotham said. 
Last year Wayne had about 11 
bicycle accident. This year, 
three bicycle accidents have 
been reported in Wayne. 


The Wayne precinct doesn't 
offer a class on bicycle safety, 
however, bicyclists can obtain 
a flyer with a list of rules and 
regulations through the Michi- 
gan Secretary of State offices. 

The National Safety Council 
offers the following bicycle 
tips: 

© Before riding into traffic: 
stop, look left, right, left again 
and over your shoulder. 

© Make sure the bicycle has 
the right safety equipment: a 
red rear reflector; a white 
front reflector; a red or color- 
less spoke reflector on the rear 
wheel; an amber or colorless 
reflector on the front wheel; 
pedal reflectors; a hornor bell; 
and a rear view mirror 

e Wear a helmet. Head in- 
juries cause about 75 percent of 
all bicycling fatalities. 
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Don’t blame dog, 
blame owner 


The recent attacks by dogs on children is a tragedy, 
but not one we can blame completely on the animals 
involved. 

Each summer we hear stories of children being bitten 
by Pit Bulls and Rottweilers. Biting, however, is not 
exclusive to that breed. 

All dog breeds are capable of biting, and will bite if 
threatened. 

The secret is in the training of dogs not to feel 
threatened by an approaching child. 

The blame for dog attacks should be squarely placed 
on the pet owners’ shoulders. 

The dog will sit in judgment for its actions, and will 
probably be killed, but the owner will receive a mere 
“slap on the wrist’. 

This is completely unfair, knowing that in fact, it is 
entirely the fault of the pet owner or owners. 

Just as Rottweilers and Pit Bulls can be vicious, they 
can be sweet and loving family pets. Nothing is as pre- 
cious looking as a Golden Retriever, yet if mistreated or 
misunderstood by its owner it could become vicious 
with little notice. 

Before owning a dog, potential pet handlers should be 
questioned thoroughly to make sure they understand 
the responsibility involved with owning the pet. 

The Michigan Humane Society is often lambasted for 
the rigorous interviewing process potential pet owners 
are put through before they take Fido home. 

They have reason to be concerned with who owns a 
pet. The MHS has seen pets mistreated in more ways 
than we can know. They know that in the hands of the 
wrong person, a loving pet can become a mean animal. 

Pet owners should take their dogs for obedience train- 
ing and should seek advice from trainers when ques- 
tions arise. 

People should only own dogs if they are prepared for 
the work - physical and emotional — involved. 

Fido is not always going to be a perfect angel. He may 
have an accident or two on the carpeting. He will most 
definitely shed and he may chew on some furnishings. 

Itis when the owner mishandles these actions that the 
dog will develop bad habits. 

Dogs should have room to run and roam. They should 
not be placed on short chains and left outdoors. Family 
pets should not be exclusively outside dogs. 

They should not be caged for long periods of time, but 
rather only for training purposes. 

They should not be given mixed signals. 

Most importantly, however, a dog — or any pet - re- 
quires love and care. They want to be played with, 
petted, brushed and cuddled.

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Education, war help pump up local blood supplies 


Donations 
increase 
locally 


Better education and a surge of 
wartime patriotism have helped 
stockpile local blood supplies, at 
least for now. 

But area blood donation office 
managers warn blood only lasts up 
to 42 days, and current supplies 
could dwindle if donation levels are 
not maintained or increased in the 
near future. 

“We're looking at a possible short- 
age by Memorial Day if we don't con- 
tinue collecting enough blood,” said 
Denise Morrow, American Red 
Cross spokeswoman. “In the last 
few months, we have met all of our 
blood-supply needs with local dona- 
tions. Normally, the Detroit area 
imports blood, especially during the 
summer months.” 

“A lot of people gave blood for the 
first time during the war. We know 
they're out there, and we need them 
to return.” 

Morrow said the most common 
excuse she hears from people to 
avoid giving blood is fear of needles. 
Fear of receiving AIDS is second on 
the list, she said. 

“You can't get AIDS from giving 
blood,” she said. “It's not possible.” 

The excuses are the same at 
Ypsilanti Plasma Center, where 
donors receive an average of $15 for 
a pint of plasma. Because the center 
extracts only the liquid part of the 
blood (plasma) and returns the 
white and red blood cells, a donor 
can give plasma up to two times a 
week, year-round. Blood donations, 
on the other hand, must be made 
six weeks apart. 

The Ypsilanti Plasma Center aver- 
ages 600 donations a week, and 
screens each donor carefully before- 
hand, according to Assistant Man- 
ager DeAnn Chick. 

“We peaked during the war 
months, but through better educa- 
tion and awareness, our donation 
levels are still doing pretty well,” 
Chick said, “People are better edu- 
cated and are not as scared as they 
used to be about getting AIDS from 
donating blood. But some are still 
afraid of the needles.” 

As far as safety is concerned, 
Chick said her employees wear 
masks, gloves and are vaccinated 
for hepatitis. Each patient is also 
tested for hepatitis and given a com- 
plete physical before entering the 
center as a donor. 

In addition, donors receive “mini- 
physicals” each time they walk into 
the center to give plasma. 

“We carefully screen ail of our 
patients,” Chick said. “We go to 
extraordinary precautions, and 
everything we use is sterile.”

Gocaj chooses potato skins with cheddar cheese and bacon as 
his favorite appetizer, potato soup as his favorite soup and fresh 
strawberry pie to provide the perfect finish to his meal. 

“When I'm at home, I snack on microwave foods,” Gocaj confided. 

Skyview Restaurant owner Toni Crech enjoys salads and cheese 
sticks as appetizers at her Romulus restaurant. 

She named Italian sausage soup and chicken stir fry as her favorite 
dinner items and a hot fudge ice cream puff as her favorite dessert. 

When Crech dines at another restaurant, she usually orders chicken or 
fish. At home, her favorite snack is a dish of ice cream. 

Hassan Berro, manager of the Elias Bros. Big Boy on Merriman Road, 
prefers chicken rice soup, a salad and hamburger at his restaurant. He 
ends his meal with strawberries and cake, his favorite dessert. 

When dining elsewhere, Berro is apt to order fish or chicken. He names 
cheese and fruit as his favorite at-home snacks. 

When owner Maria Leung scans the five-page menu of Cantonese, 
Szechuan and Mandarin foods at the New Pagoda in Belleville, she most often 
selects the Imperial Lo Mein for dinner. 

“The Imperial Lo Mein is a stir-fry of chicken, scallops and shrimp with 
pan-fried soft noodles,” Leung said. 

Other favorites are Mongolian-style beef, pork or chicken, which features 
the meat or poultry with green onions and a rice noddle garnish; spicy 
Princess Pork, which is stir-fried in a spicy Szechuan hot sauce, and 
Chicken with Cashews, a dish which features bit-size pieces of stir-fried 
chicken and cashew nuts in a special sauce, the restaurant owner said. 

When Leung and her husband, Ming, dine elsewhere, their choices are 
the same, since their menu reflects their special tastes. 

For an appetizer, the Chinese restaurant specializes in homemade egg 
rolls, and to top off the meal, nothing else but a fortune cookie. 

Mike Makridakis’ menu at the Canton Cafe features his own favorite 
foods, so just about anything listed could be his dinner choice. 

“My favorite would be a steak sandwich, made with a New York strip 
on our homemade bread. | like the beef stew, too,” Makridakis said. 
“all of our soups are homemade, and my favorites are chicken noodle 
and navy bean.” 

For dessert, there is no question that Makridakis would choose 
the rice pudding for which his restaurant is famous. 

Several years ago, while working in a Chicago-area 
restaurant Makridakis came across the best rice pudding he 
had ever tasted, he said. At first, the chef refused to share 
his recipe, but when Makridakis assured him the 
restaurant he planned to open in Canton Township 
would not be in competition with his, the chef gave 
him the secret recipe.
